The whole deal is called the Student Aid and Fiscal Responsibility Act and it is due to go to the 
Senate before you know it.

After all, 
2/3 of American students take out loans and borrow money to fund their education. Now, people 
are starting to recognize how important it is to help out us starving students.

That being said, I am obviously not saying that man will never break a 
law or never do something considered wrong. However, I am saying that overall, man 
will make moral, rational decisions that not only benefit himself, but also mankind. Think 
of, for example, the capitalist economic system as a whole. Whereas there are cheats and 



crooks (need I mention that the government is full of them) who do take advantage of the 
system, there are countless more innovators and legitimate businesses that offer products 
which better mankind time and time again. 

To define force: being required to do something against your will. 
To define fruits of someone's labors: your response to my opinion was a product of the 
use of your mind - therefore, it is your intellectual property and cannot be altered by 
anyone without your consent.

I think your statement that taxes are not forced simply because you can choose to live 
where you please is a bit flawed since I know of no country that does not levy a tax in 
some fashion. Also, keeping along the same lines, it seems to be that you are suggesting 
that a citizen should do nothing regarding the political atmosphere simply because if he 
or she disagreed with something that was happening, they should simply leave and go to 
a country where the action wasn't happening. For example, if I believe taxes are too high 
in America, then I would move to Ireland. This is a rather simplistic argument since there 
are liberties still held in America that are not liberties in other countries.

Hurling is one of the two national sports of Ireland, the other being Gaelic Football. Both sports 
are governed by the Gaelic Athletic Association (GAA). They are unique compared to other 
sports in the sense that both are completely amateur, that is, no-one gets paid for playing. 
Participants compete for love of the game, they play for pride, not money. They are not like the 
egotistical, fame-seeking athletes that compete in professional sports. The GAA player who 
plays in front 80,000+ people on a Sunday will teaching your children, representing you in court 
or delivering your mail on a Monday. The GAA is the largest organisation in Ireland and aims to 
use Gaelic games as a way of bring communities together and as a method of promoting Irish 
music, dance, language and heritage through sport. 

Hurling is most comparable to lacrosse, but also mixes elem ents of hockey and baseball among 

other sports. Its the fastest grass game in the 

world. Each side competes with 15 players, on a| 

field larger than a soccer pitch, each of whom 

play with a 'axe-shaped' stick called a hurley, 

or caman in Irish, and use it to strike a hard, 

small ball called a sliotar. Players can catch and 

carry the ball using their hands and can pass 

using the hurley, their feet, or by 'slapping' it 

with their hands. The picture left shows the 

goal. The objective is to accumulate as many 

points as possible in the 70mins that the game 

lasts. If a player manages to hit the sliotar 




between the posts, the team gets one point, if they manage to shoot past the goalkeeper, into the 
net, the team gets 3 points. 

Hurling is a very fast and ferocious game, and naturally can result in nasty injuries, being hit by a 
hurley full force is not pleasant! Most players will wear a helmet, but it is not mandatory, other 
than that, no protective gear is worn by players. Despite this, hurling is not a dirty game, the 
athletes play hard, but fair, they have immense respect for each other and ensure that the game is 
played honourably at all times. It is high octane and thrilling sport both to watch and play, but is 
also highly skillful and any person taking part needs to be incredibly strong and fit to meet the 
demands of the sport at the highest level. Having said this, its is pride and passion that drives 
those who compete, the amateur nature of Hurling only serves to strengthen the desire to play 
and be a part of such and exciting sport that brings together not only small towns and 
communities, but manages to capture the imagination of an entire nation year after year.

Women are still dying unnecessarily in our own 
backyards. And on the global front, the situation is worse. Ten million women around the world 
could die from breast cancer in the next 25 years. 

This statement is quite true in saying that there is still much work that needs to be completed. 
For those who wish to do more, many health-based advocacy organizations are always open to 
new membership and donations. On a smaller scale, it is obvious to see that the students on 
campus seem to take great pride in the PC school motto: Dum Vivimns Servimus, "While We 
Live, We Serve."

Most people have heard of the old saying that a million monkeys using a million type writers for 
a million years could write the complete works of Shakespeare just by random chance of key 
strokes.

One may never see the same hands dealt to each 
person and the deck stacked in exactly the same way the rest of his or her life. The same can be 
said about evolution. By looking back at the evolution of species it is more pertinent to realize 
the millions and billions of other combinations and possibilities that could have occured.

Go Big, Not Baucus: Health Care for US All

I laugh when people tell me that America has the best health care system in the world. Us, the 
US, the nation that led AIDS cartwheel through the gay community while Reagan took the 
research funding to the guillotine, the nation that lets the uninsured into poverty should they have 
the ill-fortune to acquire ill health, the nation who decided to apply free market capitalism to the 
universal right of health. I could go on. So I will. 

The United States has an absurdly high expenditure on health care. Spending roughly $4,178 per 
capita compared to Switzerland, our next highest competitor that spends $2784-and the median 
for the nations polled is about a thousand dollars lower. This is for a variety of reasons 
including: 1) skyrocketing costs for medical technology and prescription drugs, 2)administrative 
costs, and 3)the uninsured, whose medical problems could be fixed cheaply earlier, but are 
allowed to spiral out into medical and financial crises. America also has relatively high infant 
mortality rates and relatively low life-expectancies. Finally, America is the only developed 
nation without universal health care (aside form South Africa). Not only is it not freely 
accessible, but it's unfairly financed. We need change, and by that I mean. . . 

Better than Baucus. The Baucus Bill, written by Senator Max Baucus (D) from Montana, has 
gotten more attention recently because it's a more bipartisan proposal, but you'd hardly notice 
from all the GOP politicians ignoring it and the Democratic ideas it ignored. As it is there would 
be 17 million (instead of 46 million) without health care. It would fine families without health 
insurance. It sounds cruel, but it makes sense. The easiest way out of paying the fine is paying 
health insurance and at least the latter does you good. There would also be tax credits to help 
middle and low income families obtain coverage. The Bill would be be financed by squeezing 
funds from Medicare and raising taxes; within a decade revenues and savings would exceed 
costs. Good, but not good enough. It does not include a government health insurance plan to 
compete with private insurers. What real reform needs is choice. People are worried that a 
government plan will drive private plans out of business, but right now private insurers have a 
monopoly, since it's usually easier and much cheaper for people to get insurance through their 
employer. Competition begets efficiency (okay so maybe free market capitalism can be applied 
to something as universal a right as health, but I'm justified if I at least highlight the importance 
of universal health). 

In conclusion, the Baucus Bill floating on the floor of Congress is not enough to make America's 
health care live up to what it can truly be. Universal health care does not have to be less cost 
effective than the current plan. Government health care worries people because they are afraid 
of the government having a say in whether their health care is worth the expense. But right now 
human greed is making that call. Who do you trust more? Shouldn't we at least get a choice?

The Internet: More Than a Series of Tubes

In a move to promote net neutrality and ensure that all people in the United States have free, 
unhindered use of the internet, FCC Chairman Julius Genachowski proposed that the FCC turn 
its principles of network openness into official regulation. He also recommended adding two 
more principles to those that already exist, bringing the total number to six. The original four 
rules can be summarized as follows: users cannot be prevented from accessing lawful internet 
content, applications, and services by network operators, and users also cannot be prohibited 
from attaching non-harmful devices to the network. 

Genachowski' s new rules include a rule to prevent internet service providers from discriminating 
against particular internet content or applications, but while allowing reasonable network 
management. The second rule is to ensure that all information is released to the users regarding 
the internet service providers' implemented network management policies. AT&T and Verizon 
Networks have already accepted the newly proposed regulations; however, their approvals only 
apply to their wired networks, while Genachowski 's rules would apply to both wired and 
wireless networks. They argue that the rules are too difficult to implement for wireless networks 
because of the contraints on wireless network capacities.

The game kicked off to a good start as a flag was thrown against the Keydets. With 
just over four minutes left in the first quarter, the Keydets showed their spirit with a 
touchdown and accompanying field goal. Two minutes later, they slipped through 
PC's defenses for another touchdown/field goal bringing the score at the end of the 
first quarter to PC:0, VMI: 14. 

Following the first quarter, several members of the 1959 football team were 
accompanied onto the field and recognized for their successes in the 1959 Tangerine 
Bowl. They were the only team in Presbyterian College's history to ever be invited to 
a bowl game. 

During the second quarter, PC came back strong and ran the ball into the end zone. 
There was a flag on the play, however, and the Blue Hose were moved back to the 35 
yard line. With just over four minutes left in the second quarter PC's #6, Parker 
Fleming, received a pass from #16, Myron Gary, and ran it in for a touchdown. Less 
than a minute later, VMI came back and scored a touchdown. PC tried to fight back 
but their attempted field goal from the 25 was incomplete leaving the final score at the 
end of the half 7-21 in favor of the other team. 



The halftime show was full of excitement as the homecoming court came onto the 
field and was greeted by the 2008 homecoming queen, Lauren Deal, the President of 
the college, Dr. John Griffith, and the student body president, Lance Poston. The 
second runner up was Anna Burch (representing Omicron Delta Kappa), and the first 
runner up Lauren Thomas (representing Student Volunteer Services). The 
homecoming queen, Bridget Marshall (representing Zeta Tau Alpha), was given 
flowers and was whisked away in a shiny red convertible.

Quilters Review

I now have to review Quilters, and I'm inclined to mark it down because I as a BlueStocking 
reporter didn't get a free ticket. No, instead I had to work for it as an usher, the audacity. I'm 
still kind of happy though, because this is as close to Arts & Entertainment articles as I'm going 
to get. 

Quilters is billed as a "piece of narrative musical theatre chronicling the experience of women as 
this country developed," but the word narrative should be interpreted loosely. Quilters is 
apparently above petty things like plot and characters, because the entire performance consisted 
of skits, monologues, and songs-and the songs weren't good. There are funny moments when 
teenage girls talk about menstruation, vindictive quilting (which apparently does not transcend 
sibling rivalry), and there are moments of poignency. Issues like abortion and death in the 
family walk onstage, and they're never out of place. But ultimately, I didn't care. I never knew 
much about characters, because they virtually didn't exist, there was little separation between 
stories so I never knew when one story ended and another began, and I have a sneaking suspicion 
there was overlapping. Sometimes people were talking simultaneously, and I didn't know if they 
were supposed to be the same people, or if they were different people telling similar stories. No 
matter how sad or happy the play tried to make me, emotions were always accompanied by 
confusion, and honestly, I didn't appreciate the high-mindedness of it all. 

The production itself was not bad. I liked the minamalist approach to the set and props. It 
seemed appropriate, given the format of the play. Rings and a stool were used as covered 
wagons, quilts were used as cowhides, and since the actors believed the these things were such, I 
did also. On that subject of acting, I'd like to say that all of it was very good. There were word 
fumbles, but they were handled so wonderfully I thought they might have been written into the 
script. Days later, I am still not certain. I didn't like the singing as much. I sometimes thought 
they weren't hitting the notes they were supposed to. But the dancing, when it occured, was well 
done. I especially liked the beginning, when they are in a circle holding, not hands but cloth, as 
performers twist in and out of the circle. 

Quilters stars Gracie Antonelli, Nicole Riding Bell, Sally Besuden, Holly Bostick, Mary Ellis 
Glymph, Taylor Randall, and Alison Recknagel. It's playing again this Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday (October 29, 30, and 31 respectively), if you want to see it, but it doesn't have my 
recommendation. Then again, what do you care what I say?

The Mexican and 
Shakespearean Replays were particularly hilarious, and Josh was particularly clever with his 
West Side Story entrance during the Mexican Replay, though Taylor and Maggie did great jobs 
hilariously fulfilling the cliches of Spanish speech. 

Puppets was also played, and unlike Whose Line is It Anyway? the audience volunteers were 
more than ready to play puppeteer.

The day is full of celebrations, receptions, speakers, and 
symposiums all in commemoration of this exciting new addition. 

A Confucius Institute is an institute that is sponsored by the Chinese government and is a place 
to promote Chinese culture. It does this by providing an atmosphere that helps other people to 
understand Chinese customs, traditions, and life-styles as well as by providing tools that assist in 
the teaching of the Chinese language. The Institute is often set up between two colleges: one in 
China and one in another country. In this instance, the Confucuis Institute has been set up 
between the Guizhou (pronounced gway-jo) University in China and our very own Presbyterian 
College. 




For months now, different departments around campus have been working together in 
preparation for the opening of the Confucius Institute. PC's campus services employees, as well 
as hired workers from around Clinton, have been working intensely to get the International 
Office and the Carol International House ready for the grand opening this weekend. In addition 
to working to beautify the campus grounds, the workers have also renovated Brown's Commons 



to house the Confucius Institute office and other international offices. Several departments have 
teemed up and have assisted with organizing the receptions, guests, and meals. 

Beginning at 2:30 this Friday, members of the Chinese Consulate, Dignitaries from the Chinese 
Embassy, and many other distinguished guests will lead a symposium discussing American- 
Chinese relations. There will be three sessions held throughout the day. The first two will offer 
response panels to answer questions that may arise following the speaker.

They both depict similar statues 
of the famous Chinese philosopher know as Confucius, but the two statues are over 7,000 miles 
apart. One of them is located here at PC and the other resides at Guizhou (pronounced gway-jo) 
University in Guizhou, China. 

The statue was a gift from Guizhou University and was actually designed by an art professor 
there. He designed our statue in the same manner as the one at his school so that the two 
institutes would have yet another connection as the Confucius Institute celebrated its grand 
opening. The statue took much time to create and then it had to be shipped to the United States. 
Confucius stands at a daunting nine feet tall, and weighs just under 1,500 pounds. Our statue is 
the biggest in the United States to depict the ancient philosopher and is a sign of honor and 
distinction for our Confucius Institute.

Many people may be wondering what cornhole is and to be honest, the very same question 
crossed my mind today when I saw the sign-up sheet in Springs this afternoon. Was this some 
sort of newly created game made by creative PC students? 

Actually, it wasn't. As Rachel Genrich and Steven Smith soon explained, the game of cornhole 
was not the brainchild of some innovative PC student. Apparently the game of cornhole (also 
known as Corn Toss), is an established game played for quite some time. Even the AC A, also 
known as the American Cornhole Association, is a bit fuzzy on the details: "It has been said that 
the game originated in Germany in the 14th century, and then was rediscovered in the hills of 
Kentucky over 100 years ago. The truth is, who really knows, but the game is great fun for all 
ages and can be played anywhere!" 

So what is cornhole and how is it played? The simple explanation given by the AC A is as 
follows: 

"Cornhole or Corn Toss is similar to horseshoes except you use wooden boxes called cornhole 
platforms and corn bags instead of horseshoes and metal stakes. Contestants take turns pitching 
their corn bags at the cornhole platform until a contestant reaches the score of 21 points. A corn 
bag in the hole scores 3 points, while one on the platform scores 1 point. 

Scoring can be swift and the lead may change hands several times in a match before the winner 
is decided. 

The game is generally played tournament style with an individual or team being named the 
champion at the end of the tournament. " 

The game appears to come in two varieties: fun and hardcore. The "fun" version is played with 
loose rules with the intent that the simpler the rules, the more people can enjoy it. The 
"hardcore" version is the one played in most official tournaments and features ACA rule 
mandates on everything from cornhole size to the setup of the field. Full rules and official 
tournaments can be found on the ACA website. 

The important fact is that this game will be played by PC students this Saturday near New Bailey 
Stadium at 10:00 tomorrow morning. Interested students are encouraged to sign-up in two- 
person teams for the mere intro fee of $20 a team. Prizes include gift certificates to local 
businesses and bragging rights around campus. All proceeds from this event, organized by PC's 
own Stacy Dyer, will be donated to SEE, PC's Students for Environmental Education. 

So be sure to check out tomorrow's game if you have the time. After all, how often does 
something like this happen on campus? Hopefully there will be no "cornfusion" during the 
game. Before anyone groans thinking that I made a bad pun, the word "cornfusion" is an actual 



cornhole term for when participants can't agree on the scoring of an inning. Yes my friends, this 
game is so well established it has its own lingo.

The fourth and final set was created through the use of a hands-on technique in which 
the artist used his hands to create the background and a combination of paint and gravity to 
create the foreground's streaking effects.

To be honest, I had very low expectations for today's lecture. All I knew was that the lecture 
would be about sustainability.

Much to my surprise, today's CEP just so happened to be one of the 
best all year. Dr. Robert Bullard, a professor of sociology at Clark Atlanta University, presented 
his lecture with an abundance of information as well as humor. Even though he is along in years, 
he gave the most youthful and energetic speech of this school year. Because he catered his Power 
Point and humor to college-aged students, I not only paid attention but I also learned a few 
interesting facts. 

One of his Power Points said, "It's all about Health," which was the broad basis of what his 
lecture was about. He starting by asking the audience, "Who in here is an environmentalist?" 
When only a few people raised their hands, he asked, "Who in here drinks water?" Of course, 
everyone raised their hands. He explained that if we are conscious of what we eat and drink and 
of where we learn and go, then we are environmentalists. 

His information started very general. He showed us the top ten cleanest cities and also the 
healthiest states. The healthiest state is Minnesota, and the unhealthiest is Mississippi. (South 
Carolina is the 46 th unhealthiest.) Dr. Bullard then talked about more specific issues such as 'sick 
schools.' He explained that there are hundreds of schools across the United States that are 
contaminated with moisture and mold, often making children sick. Also, many schools are 
located in very close proximity to refineries, which release chemicals into the air. In describing 
how unhealthy these toxins are, he joked, "... and these are chemicals that you wouldn't want to 
sprinkle on your Cheerios." Bullard also talked about 'sick houses' and how everyone has a right 
to breathe clean air. 

Instead of condescendingly saying that we, as humans, are destroying the Earth with our cars, 
smoke, and breath, he simply made us aware of the conditions of our surroundings. He proposed 
the idea that 'going green' didn't have to mean getting rid of all of our cars and using baking 
soda for deodorant. A 'green home' could easily be a home not painted with lead based paint. 
His idea of 'going green' is being healthy, not drastically changing the Earth in its entirety. A 
healthy planet is a happy planet, which is fine by me.

I recently attend the rock and roll revival concert at the book store and was pleasenty surprised 
by the sheer musicality of the event. The first band, Crowns, was new to the concert scene. As a 
matter of fact it was their first concert.

There were no 
complex guitar solos just a very stripped down and pure rock sound slightly reminiscent of the 
Avett Brothers without a banjo. From the first chord strummed to the last note sung, intensity 
seeped from their fingers, voice and drumsticks. The lyrics were angsty, clearly from the heart of 
a songwriter. I was enthralled. The concert was already off to a good start. When the first band 
finished the headliner took a few minutes and then dove right into their set. This band played 
mostly classic rock covers. Of their entire set, the song that spoke most to me was "Gimme some 
Lovin" by the Spencer Davis Group. They started right in with the thumping octave bass line. 
The lead singers vocal quality reminded me heavily of the lead singers voice from the Allman 
Brothers Band, a bit of a twang to lead to a country rock sound but not enough to hurl them into 
the category of country music. Their sound also found itself escaping to the simple roots of 
Classic rock. Unlike the opening band the headliner found themselves indulging in extened solos 
and "jam sessions". At one point the lead singer got so into the music that he ended up 
inadvertantly flinging of his glasses in a sheer moment of rock. Being able to see. . .unnecessary 
to rock out. They finished their set with just as much intensity they started it, ending with a huge 
breakdown and vamping on that single section until they left everything they possessed 
musically on the table.
